The work of the Society covers a 
period of twentyelght yearn, but these few 
Htatements will Hufllce to whow it*H charac- 
ter and value as a State orgauizatioti; and, 
we truHt, alwo, that it will coninue to be 
given a lilaira^ share of the moral and tin 
auclal Hupport of charitably dispoHed per- 
sons.

One of the mo.st important matters in 
trusted to the Board of Managers by the 
I^anuaster Convention for consideration atid 
ret>ort to this meeting, was the advisability 
of accepting au Invrtation to send duly 
accredited delegates to the Convention of 
the National Assoclatloii of the Deaf at 
Colorado Springs, Col., In IftlO, to represent 
the Society at the re- organization of the 
Association Into a National Federation. 
The matter bad already la?en ertt»psivelv 
discussed at the l^ancaster meeting, and, 
though the trend of the agreement was un- 
favorable lo it, it was llually referred to the 
Board for further conHideradon. Although 
mindful of importance of the matter, the 
Board felt C(Histrained to act only for the 
best Intere.HtH of the Society In making Its 
decision, which is embodied In resol tion to 
l>e prttsented at the proper time tour 
approval. 

In order that there may l>e no misunder- 
standing of the action of the Board In this 
matter, we thai 1 st4ite that it did not pass 
we t upon the merits of a National Federation, 
except so far as participation in it would 
affect the Society. U does not assume to 
pass judgment against Federation as a 
whole, but merely exercises Its inalienable 
right to decline to* take nart in the proposed 
reorganization as a chartered body of the 
State of Pennsylvania There are other 
reasons lo justify the acti n of the Boards 
but it Is not our intention to enter into a 
lengthy defense of it now. 

We trust tliat the Convention will appre- 
ciate the delicate position of the Boar<i In 
this matter, and the conservatism shown by 
its declsum. Hay no attention tt> the cry t>f 
outside critics that our action is premature. 
Last year we postponed action on the ques 
tion to await developments of an otncial 
nature to help us reach a decision. We 
have waitad a whole year now and still are 
left to ourselves to wrestle with the subject. 
So we shall go ahead and decide the matter 
in the light of present developments. If we 
should later experience a change of mind 
and heart, we may find a way to '* cross the 
bridge when we come to It." Or, if the 
Society is willing to wait longer to decide 
about sending delegates, it might Instruct 
the Board of Manauers to hold the matter 
open until its stated meeting in April, 1910, 
and to use its dlicretiiui then in settling the 
matter finally. It Is for you to dei^lde 
whether to take the tioard^sffecislon as final 
now, or to Instruct It as we have suggested.

FuTUKK Work. • 

It may m>t be bi' generally understood 
that the branch system of the Siwjiety has 
been only partially developeil so far. The 
privileges of the branchi»s are limited, ^nd 
their chief work has bean to help the Society 
in its work of supporting the Hom*- for 
Aged and Intlrm Deaf, that is laudable 
work ; but the time may ultimately come 
when the Home will be so well endowed 
that the branches luwd not exert so much 
effort to raise money for its support. And 
what then? The time will have come to 
enlarge the privileges of the branches and 
we may ho\n^ for gr<»ater possibilities and 
opportunities. It is by the branch system 
that we can reach the largest number of 
deaf in the State and provide them oppor- 
tunities which they do not now enjoy. One 
of the future possibilities is to raise a 
Lecture Kndowment Fund of two or three 
thousand dollars, the Income of which may 
la* used to provide lectures for the deaf iii 
dlfTerent parts of the State. 

Now, we have only given a hint of what 
may be jjoaslble by a greater development 
of the Local Branch system. Its success 
will depend chletiy on your individual 
efforts. Ii**t patience and perseverance 
mark all your efforts to advance your 
i Interests now and In the years to come 
And may you look back then with that smile 
of ■atlsfactlou which one feels on having 
done his Iwst in a gt>od cause I 

Fkkblk-Minded Drap. 

About two years ago we suggested that an 
inquiry be liiade into the c<indltion and 
niuulier of the feeble ininil^-d deaf of Penn- 
avivanla, and that, If « * warrant It, 

the Society try to do « for them. 

Although we felt certain (ion, as now, that 
such case » existe I, having met eome our 
selves in our time, we bad no knowledge of 
their numlwr and believed it hard to ascer- 
tain it, owing to their isolation from the 
deaf and secluded life, liut, since our 
Hpeclal C4unmittee took up their cause, 
much has been brought out which has 
hitherto eseap«Ml our n ^tlce. The Board of 
Managers considered the first report of the 
Couimltlee. submitted last year of such 
importance as to urire it to continue the 
inquiry. Accordingly Mr. J A. Mcllvaloe, 
Jr., (/halrman of the Commit t4*e, hat per- 
sisted at the work and deserve* credit ft>r 
the |>rogress niade. AlthouHh, we think, 
the Inquiry is tar from complete, the C'oui- 
mlttee ueliVves that the lesults obtained by 
it so far justify it to reciuumend that tlie 
Society take steps to petition the legisla- 
ture for a special appropriation for a de- 
iwirtmetit for the deaf in the Spring City 
Institution, The full text of the (knu- 
mittec»'s second retajrt will be found print- 
ed in the report of the Board of Managers 
and we advise a careful perusal of It.

The following report of the Board 
of Managers of the P. S. A. D. , very 



briefly sets forth a record of the 
work of the fiscal year which closed 
on June 30, 1909 : — 

The number of meetings held was five ; 
two of them being regular — one on August 
22, 190S, and the other on April 28^ 1909 ; 
three adjaumed — one on October 3, 1908 ; 
another on May 32, 1909, and the third on 
June 26, 1909, 

On August 29, 1908, immediately after 
the election of four new Managers in ac- 
cordance with the charter, the Managers 
held their stated meeting aud organix^ as 
follows : President, James S. Reider ; First 
Vice President, Charles L. Clark ; Second 
Vice-President, R. M. Barker ; Secretary, 
R. M. Ziegler ; and Treasurer, B. R. AHa- 
bough.

country. It was hoped that in the con- 
struction of the remaining buildings tt 
might be found practicable to provide for 
the deaf. An interview with Dr, Week*. 
the Superintendent, gave the informatiosi 
that this would be impossible. Large m 
the School will be when finished, it mil be 
barely ample to accommodate the lArge 
number who had already applied for aa* 
mission. He stated that he was heartily 
in favor of granting the same benefits to 
the deaf as the hearing now receive. H> 
would gladly have a department created 
for them in his School, if the State would 
grant an appropriation for the erection of 
a building in each group, one for males 
and the other for females. He agreed that 
they would require a separate department, 
otherwise, by mixing with the hearing, the 
object would be defeated. He was of the 
opinion that the Legislature would, in 
justice to these unfortunates, readily grant 
an appropriation, should the matter be 
presented to it in the proper way by thoae 
interested in aud understanding the pro- 
blem of teaching the d«if. 

The next step, it seems to us, wauld be 
to petition the Legislature for a special ap- 
propriation for a department for the deal 
m the Spring City Institution, and this we 
recommend in concluding our report.

Deaf- Mutes would make good 
operators for the puncturing and 
tabulating machines to be used in 
making up the i*eturns of the decen- 
nial census, according to Secretary 
Nagel, of the Department of Com- 
merce and Labor. There will be a 
large number of these machines in 
operation as so<m as field reports 
begin to come in. 

Contracts already have been let 
by Secretary Nagel for the punctur- 
ing machines, and he has received 
bids for the contract of building the 
tabiilating machines. The tabulat- 
ing machines will be built in the 
government workshop adjoining the 
census office. 

It is estimated that the building 
of some of tlie machines by the 
government and the purchase out- 
right of others will result in a sav- 
ing of abfuit $1,000,000 over the 
cost of leasing machines. The 
proximity of the government ma- 
chine shops will save a great deal 
of the time in the making of re- 
pairs.

Xhe OMilaiidet Memorial. 

It iH propoHBcI to create a iiiemoiial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gailaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Pariah 
ISuihMng for St. Ann's Chureh for 
Doaf-Mutes. The present Church 
ig Hituated on 148th Street, just west 
of Amatordam Avenue, and is built 
Home twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the itreet to permit the erec- 
tion of such a buildiug as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
t;<) the church edifice and be a center 
of religious an 1 Hocial life amongst 
the Hilent peoples. Dr. (Gailaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of thin building, which 
would have sonipleted the church 
with which his nau's has always 
been asHociated. This was not p^r- 
niitted, and it is suggested as a 
inoHt fitting nu'uiorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of grountl about forty -five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
Ove feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social, rt- 
ligious and indnstrial needs of the 
deHf-inutes of New York. Th« 
amount required for ** The Gailau- 
det Memorial Parish Building'' will 
be about $30,000, and the buildiog 
it>(elf, in Its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
